President Wilson rejected, categor­ 
ically and unequivocally, tonight the 
invitation of the Austro-Hungarian 
gotvernment to a secret conference for 
a discussion of terms of peace.

Hungary and her allies in effect that 
he will not talk peace until any or 
all of them signify readiness to ac­ 
cept the terms of peace which he has 
outlined in his public utterances d ur­ 
ing the last nine months. 
America's Reply. 
The American reply to the Austrian 
invitation was made public in the fol­ 
lowing official statement 
by Secre­ 
tary of State Lansing: 
I am authorized by the president 
to state that the following will be 
the reply of this government to the 
Austro-Hungarian note proposing an 
unofficial peace conference of bellig­ 
erents: 
“ The government of the United 
States feels that there is only one re­ 
ply which it can make to the sugges­ 
tion of the imperial Austro-Hungar­ 
ian government 
ft has repeatedly 
and with entire candor stated the 
term s upon which the Untied States 
would consider peace and can and 
will entertain no proposal for a con­ 
ference upon a 
matter concerning 
which it has made its position and 
purpose so plain.” 
The United States 
thus 
makes 
known its determination to prosecute 
the war to victory and to refuse any 
halfway compromise with Potsdam. 
When the Germans surrender they 
can have peace on terms that will 
safeguard the world from the menace 
of Prussian militarism.

is not 
doubted that the allies will echo Mr. 
Wilson’s declaration. 
Wilson .Makes Decision Alone. 
Without conference with his offi­ 
cial advisers, Mr. Wilson decided up­ 
on his course immediately after read­ 
ing the tex t of the Austrian note 
published in the morning newspa­ 
pers.

Small Vessel Was the First to Cross 
the Atlantic Wholly Under Its 
Own Steam. 


This spring marks the eightieth an 
niversary of nn important event in 
modern history—the voyage from Cork 
to New Y'ork of the Sirius, the first 
vessel to cross the Atlantic wholly un­ 
der its own steam.

TOMORROW— “TARZAN OF THE APES"

W hen men first began to build air­ 
planes they cov ered ibe 
framework 
w ith cotton 
sheeting 
and 
v arnished 
this w ith beeswax , just about as a boy 
takes alm ost any old newspaper thut 
is hundy for making a kite. 
W hen men turned 
their 
attention 
seriously to the selection of 
the best 
cloth for airplanes they settled upon 
linen. 
T his 
w as strong and 
gav e a 
good fabric 
without much trouble iu 
weaving. 
Moreov er, airplanes w ere 
developed 
abroad, where linen Is much 
m ore widely used than with us. 
T hen cam e w ar, with its need for 
thousands of airplanes, 
and 
certain 
new dem ands upon airplane fabric, 
such as the greatly increased streng th 
req uired in the acrobatic m aneuvering 
with fighting planes, and the factor 
known as “te a r resistance” m ade nec­ 
essary by the contingency of bullet and 
shell splinter holes. 
T hen we got into the w ar. 
T h e finest linen is grown in Ireland, 
but th ere is only about 100.000 pounds 
of it y early . 
T h e nex t best ilax fibers 
w ere grown In Belgium, w here th e in­ 
dustry has been practically wiped out 
by w ar. 
For airplane purposes Great 
B ritain alone req uires double the linen] 
production of Ireland. 
Q uery — W ith Uncle Sam proposing 
to m ake airplanes by the thousands and 
p erh a p s tens of thousands, w here are 
we to get airp lane cloth? 
A nother airp lane problem Is th a t of 
wood for the fram ew ork* for which 
spruce has th us far been found the 
best 
m aterial. 
But 
dem ands 
fot 
straig h t grain spruce are so grea t in 
view of our airp lane program, and so 
little of it passes the rigid req uire­ 
ments, th a t securing a sufficient supply 
is very difficult. 
Only about 200 feet ol 
wood are used In a n average airp lane; 
b ut to get this 200 feet y ou m ust start 
by culling the spruce trees as they 
stand in the forest, and th en culling 
th e rough lum ber alter it 1ms been 
cut, and culling th e kiln-dried product, 
until finally after working over 5,001 
feet of rough 
lumber ..v ou a re lucky 
to have sufficient for a single airplane. 
Q uery — How can this p a rt of the 
a irc ra ft program be speeded up? 
Again, w ar req uires th a t we build, 
eq uip, and m an hundreds of ships. 
Ship-* are sailed by m eans of chronom ­ 
eters, which are clocks w ith m echan­ 
ism built to w atch fineness, highly ac­ 
curate. 
Chronom eters are not made in 
this country . 
In a lim ited way we 
have im ported the p a rts from France, 
England and Belgium, and assembled 
a few bearing American names. 
Rut 
m ost of our chronom eters w ere bought 
abroad, and w ar has m ade it p racti­ 
cally Impossible to get a sufficient sup ­ 
ply . 
Q uery —How are w e going to sail 
our new ships? 
Some of the Problem*. 
T hese are a few of the problems 
connected with fighting 
tools of which 
th e public has heard 
less th an about 
the m ajor details of 
war, such us can­ 
tonm ents, 
uniforms, 
rifies, 
machine 
guns, and heavy 
artillery . E ach is a 
v ital essential, however, 
und In every 
case Uncle Sam has taken steps to set 
that Ids fighters have the best tools 
which can be supplied— som ething for 
its particular purpose which, starting 
with the best th at the allies have de­ 
veloped in three 
y eartS of war, will 
carry that art a step further, giving 
improvements characteristic of A m eri­ 
can invention and 
research. 
On 
the 
outskirts 
of 
W ashington 
Uncle Sam m aintains th e national bu­ 
reau of standards, which, 
In 
peace 
times, carries on a wide range of scien­ 
tific Investigation and testing. 
The 
national bureau of sta ndards keeps 
th e International standard m eter and 
kilogram. 
It has scales capable 
of 
weighing the ten-millionth p a rt of a 
gram, and a gram is about the fifth 
p art of a nickel in weight. 
It also has 
testing machines capable of 10,000,000 
pounds pressure. 
So that, In this insti­ 
tution. Uncle Sam is 
equipped to meas­ 
ure lie .i 
M':i ' 
• 
' 
i '■ ‘A" 
variations of a traction of 
a second in 
the minute, or crush 
a 
large 
steel 
bridge truss and accurately report up­ 
on its strength. 
In 
peace 
tim es 
this 
institution 
serves our industries 
in countless way s. 
Today , however, most of Its work has 
been centered on w ar problem s. 
Not 
all of these problems can be spoken of. 
F or m any of them relate to the deli­ 
cate scientific work necessary to secure 
results on the battle front. 
F ortuna te­ 
ly , enough of them can be discussed 
to give people an idea 
of how th or­ 
oughly and skillfully 
Uncle 
Sam 
is 
looking after w ar details in this special 
direction. 
T he problem of airplane cloth was 
turned over to the 
bureau of stand­ 
ards and its tex tile ex perts went to 
work. 
W hat m akes a good airplane 
cloth? 
Most people 
would think of 
i.'trength first of all, 
but this is not 
the chief factor— a fabric testing up to 
8 0 pounds per sq uare inch is quite 
satisfactory . 
T autness Is much more 
Important —the fabric on an airplane 


must be stretched a« tightly as the 
| head of a drum, and stay that way . 
This property is 
secured 
purtly 
by 
weav ing and partly by “ doping.” 
Af­ 
ter the fabric has been stretched on 
aircraft wings, it is doped up with 
preparations somewhat like collodion, 
which y ou hav e 
probably 
used 
for 
treating cuts. 
Then, for battle work, 
airplane wings must hold their taut­ 
ness to the highest degree ev en though 
punctured by bullets or other missiles, 
and 
this 
is 
where 
tear 
resistance 
comes in— despite the pressure of air 
upon the fabric it must be of such 
mechanical structure that a hole will 
not spread by tearing while in flight. 
Making Use of Cotton. 
T he bureau of standards men set 
out to dev elop a satisfactory cotton 
airplane cloth. 
C otton is m ore 
diffi­ 
cult to w eav e thuu linen, especially in 
the very fitie counts needed for air­ 
craft and not so widely m ade 
In this 
country as abroad. 
They changed the 
structure of the y arn, m ercerized 
it, 
developed finer weaves, and by close 
team w ork 
between 
tex tile 
m anufac­ 
turers, checking results by accurate 
iests and original specifications, have 
developed 
a 
cotton 
airplane 
cloth 
which is declared to be b etter than 
linen—and when the bureau of stand­ 
ards m en say “b etter" they mean it 
in term s 
of 
m easured 
factors 
of 
strength, te a r resistance, and the dop­ 
ing q uality which gives tautness. 
In­ 
cidentally , this Am erican cotton air­ 
plane fabric, while being better, is not 
restricted bv scarcity of raw m aterial, 
and is considerably cheaper. 
Results 
have been secured chiefly by the con­ 
struction of the y arn and by tension in 
weaving. 
U nder a microscope a piece of this 
cloth show s no special novelty in w eav­ 
ing—it is n perfectly plain cotton cloth, 
but about as fine in count and mesh 
its h a s ever been woven in this coun­ 
try . 
Dozens of sam ples (tf airplane 
cloth subm itted by patriotic m anufac­ 
turers anx ious to help solve this prob­ 
lem show more Ingenious developments 
in weaving, but are not found as suit­ 
able w hen subm itted to the final m eas­ 
urem ent tests for te ar resistance, ta ut­ 
ness, etc. 
W ith the problem of airc ra ft woods 
m ost encouraging progress has also 
been m ade in finding possible substi­ 
tutes for spruce in airplane frames, 
and m ahogany , utilized for propellers. 
People often ask w hy wood is used so 
largely in the m aking of an airplane. 
This is easily m an’s most advanced 
m echanism . 
Yet In building It, man 
turns his back upon his own highly 
developed modern metals, w ith which 
he builds practically every oth er mod­ 
ern mechanism, and sets out for the 
Sorest with an ax on his shoulder. The 
answ er is that, contrary to 
popular 
opinion, wood is much stronger than 
any m etal for the p articular req uire­ 
m ents of th e airplane— strength with 
lightness, and elasticity with the stiff- 
ness needed for the fram ew ork. 
True, m ahogany h as been found bet­ 
ter than metal for airplane propellers, 
because It stands rough usage, and at 
the trem endous speeds req uired, which 
would often burst a inetal fly wheel, is 
not subject to the distortions involved 
with a m etal propeller of th e same 
weight— torsion of th e propeller blades 
in flight of course would affect speed 
and perhaps mean disaster. 
M ahog­ 
any is th e best wood, because it is least 
affected by moisture. 
May Use Other Woods, 
Spruce for A m erican airplanes has 
to be found in lengths up to 40 feet 
and is rigidly Inspected for straight 
grain and sound growth. 
It has a high 
strength for its weight, ta k es heavy 
Impacts and shocks, and its resilience 
Is such th a t it bends w ithout break­ 
ing or distortion as no metal will do. 
Careful investigations and tests point 
to the use of a t least one other wood 
for airplane fram es, and perhaps two. 
Fir prom ises to he a good substitute, 
having higher specific streng th than 
"pruce, hut som ew hat heavier and not 
the eq uivalent In sustaining shocks. 
Cy press also seems to he prom ising at 
this stag e of th e ex perim ents, 
and 
probably w alnut or oak m ay la* found 
satisfactory substitutes for mahogany 
in airp lane propellers. 
To m eet the shortage of chronom e­ 
ters in navigating our new m ercantile 
fleet, Uncle Sam is working w ith the 
A m erican w atch Industry to provide 
som ething just as good—a new substi­ 
tute in the shape of the ship’s watch. 
This is a som ew hat larger watch 
than one would w ant to carry in his 
pocket, mounted on cushions in a m a­ 
hogany chronom eter box to w ithstand 
the vibrations, shocks, 
and 
sway ing 
aboard even a 
torpedo boat, 
which 
gives probably the hardest service con­ 
ditions for ship timepieces. 
T h e speci­ 
fications lor these ship’s w atches were 
draw n up by the bureau of standards. 
They a re now being made in q uantities, 
and under the rigid tests of the bu­ 
reau of standards have shown high 
accuracy , so th a t with th ree aboard 
each ship, giving a check upon each 
other, they should he as satisfactory 
as chronom eters. 
Incidentally , they 
are much cheaper, costing less than 
$100 as against several hundred dol­ 
lars for a reliable chronom eter, and 
th a t is a consideration even in war 
times when Uncle Sam m ust provide 
thousands of them. 
T he bureau also tests thousands of 
ship’s clocks of which two ty pes have 
been developed, one a tim epiece of con­ 
siderable accuracy and 
co st for loca­ 
tions w here differences of one minute 
daily a re a consideration, and th e oth­ 
er a cheaper clock for the forecastle 
and other places, not much m ore ex ­ 
pensive than an alarm clock. 
These are just a few of the w ar 
problems and Jests now being handled 
by the bureau of standards, but they 
show w hat a peace-time governm ent 
institution can contribute in the way 
of team w ork when w ar becomes Uncle 
Hem’s chief industry .
